Section 30 of the Coinage Act of 1873 provides that the minor coins — one-cent bronze 
and three and five-cent nickel-copper pieces — may, at the discretion of the Director of the Mint, 
be delivered in any of the principal cities and towns of the United States at the cost of the Mint 
for transportation. 


Persons desiring to procure minor coins are informed that they will be issued to them in 
even sums of not less than twenty dollars in exchange, at par, for lawful money of the United 
States. 


Applications for these coins, accompanied by the necessary funds, must be made in all 
cases to the Superintendent of the Mint of the United States at Philadelphia. Remittances may be 
made to the Superintendent of the Mint at Philadelphia, in post-office money orders or sight 
drafts on Philadelphia or New York, payable to the order of the said Superintendent, on the 
receipt of which, or as soon thereafter as practicable, an amount of minor coins corresponding 
with the sum remitted will be forwarded, free of expense, to any point accessible by steam or rail 
communication. 


Persons making application for the minor coins will state particularly the denomination 
required — whether one, three, or five-cent pieces — and write plainly the address to which the 


coins are to be forwarded. 


These regulations apply only to the one-cent bronze and three and five-cent nickel-copper 
coins, which are issued only by the Mint of the United States at Philadelphia. 


The coins will be forwarded in the order in which the applications are received.
